4th row.— K.l, P.35, K.5, P.35, K.l. 

5th row. — Patt. 34, y.fwd., knit to last 34 sts., y.fwd., 
patt. 34. 

6th row. — K.l, P.35, knit to last 36 sts., P.35, K.l. 
7th row. — K.35, Inc. once in next st., knit to last 37 
sts., inc. once in next st., K.36. 

8th row. — K.l, P.35, knit to last 36 sts., P.35, K.l, 
Rep. rows 5 to 8 Inch until there are 97 sts. on needle, 
finishing with a 7th row.

15th row. — Knit to end of row. 

16th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l.

Next row. — K.1, purl to last st,, K.1. 

Proceed as follows: — 

** 1st row. — K.l, * K.2 tog., y.fwd., “Knit Below”, 
y.fwd., slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., K.1, rep. from * to end of 
row. 

2nd row. — K.1, purl to last st,, K.1. 

3rd row. — Knit. 4th row. — As 2nd row. 

These 4 rows form patt. ** 

Continue until patt. measures 3j Ins. from commence- 
ment, finishing with a 4th row. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.— K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
2nd row. — K.l, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times. 

Beg. with 2nd patt. row to reverse brim, work 26 
rows in patt. Knit 8 rows. 

Cast off loosely.

Work in patt. as given from ** to ** for Cap, until 
work measures 3 ins. from commencement, finishing 
with a 2nd row. 

Proceed as follows: — 

Next row. — K.25, turn. 

Next row. — K.1, P.11, K.l, turn. 

Work 24 rows in patt. Break off yarn and leave these 
sts. on a safety pin. With right side of work facing, 
rejoin yarn to beg. of instep and proceed as follows; — 
Next row. — Knit up 18 sts. along side of instep, knit 
across 13 sts. on safety pin, knit up 19 sts. along 
other side of instep, knit across remaining 12 sts. 
(74 sts.) 

Knit 14 rows. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.2 tog., K.33, (K.2 tog.) twice, K.33, K.2 tog. 
2nd and alt. rows. — Knit. 

3rd row. — K.2 tog., K.31, (K.2 tog.) twice, K.31, K.2 tog. 

5th row. — K.2 tog., K.29 (K.2 tog.) twice, K.29, K.2 tog. 

7th row. — K.2 tog., K.27, (K.2 tog.) twice, K.27, K.2 tog. 

8th row. — As 2nd row. Cast off. 

Work another Bootee in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP — If making in Baby Orion or Feather- 
soft Baby Nylon, DO NOT PRESS. If making in Baby 
wool or Baby Wool with Bri-Nylon, 3-Ply, with a 
slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly. Using 
a flat seam, sew up back and sole seam., Thread 
ribbon through eyelets of patt. at ankle.

You’ll find your knitteds have maximum 
resistance to pilling as well as shrinkage. 
So you're sure of knitteds looking fresh 
and new through wash after wash. 

Tension Test; Before you start knit- 
ting, take the yarn and needles specified 
in the instructions, cast on 20 stitches, 
work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. 
Lightly press work. Check the tension 
by placing an inch tape across the 
stitches. Count the exact number of 
stitches to 2 ins. and compare with the 
tension given in the instructions. If your 
tension is too loose, try a size finer 
needle. If it's too tight, try a size larger 
needle. If more than one size of needle 
is recommended in the knitting instruc- 
tions, and you have altered your needles 
to correct the tension, corresponding 
alterations must be made to needles 
throughout the instructions.

Il.tr. - long long 
treble — pass yarn three times round 
hook, draw a loop through next ch,, draw 
a loop through first 2 loops on hook, 
draw a loop through next 2 loops, then 
another through next 2 loops, then an- 
other through last 2 loops. 

When instructions read: "Cast off 2 
stitches, K.2” (or similar stitches), the 
stitch on the right-hand needle, after 
casting off, is counted as one stitch.
